The Higley coppers, also known as Granby coppers, were produced by Dr. Samuel Higley, a Granby, Connecticut medical doctor who purchased 
land that included a copper mine. According to legend, Higley was fond of paying his tab at the local tavern with his own coins. There are few 
facts about these coins, but a great deal of numismatic myth. The Higley coppers were the first copper coins produced in colonial America, and are 
incredibly important to the numismatic historian. 

The central design motifs on both sides are clearly visible, while portions of the peripheral lettering are illegible on this lightly corroded dark 
olive-brown example. We expect considerable interest in this piece as an affordable Higley copper when compared to most examples in the

“The 1867 With Rays Proof ... is a classic rarity. Probably 
no more than several dozen are known; there are some 
prooflike Mint State coins that have been mistakenly called 
Proofs. The mintage is unknown. Students of the series 
have given many opinions, including the statement that 
no Proofs at all were struck until several years later. John 
Dannreuther, who has studied the die technicalities, has 
demonstrated that Proofs were struck on several runs. Per 
the same authority, an estimated 15 originals were made 
in 1867, plus perhaps three or more times that many were 
made on at least five later production sequences. Likely, 
dealers with close connections to the Mint — John W. 
Haseltine being the prime example — simply ordered more 
Proofs as needed for store stock. The depth and breadth of 
such restriking is just beginning to be appreciated, with new 
leading-edge scholarship by Dannreuther and others.” 


Intense contrast is evident throughout, and the surfaces are 
mostly nickel-gray, with faint glints of rose on the obverse. We note 
an interesting planchet flaw or strike-through on the right part of 
the W in WE, and another die crack on the reverse, through the 
U in UNITED and the rays below, appears to connect to a small 
planchet lamination.

design replaced Charles Barber’s Liberty head coinage in December 
1916, after nearly a year of revisions and modifications to his 
original models, which were submitted for approval in the spring. 
For a time, MacNeil had been a student of Henri M. Chapu, a 
faculty professor and neoclassical sculptor at the Académie Julian 
in Paris, France, and the influence of French neoclassical tradition 
and allegory are apparent in MacNeil’s portrayal of Liberty on the 
obverse of the quarter design, combined with American ideals 
and symbolism. The goal, in Theodore Roosevelt’s words from 
1905, to create a design of “some beauty” for the United States’ 
coinage, had been achieved. However, the Mint struggled with 
rendering MacNeil’s work in a fashion that could be fully struck 
with a single die impression. As a result, the inaugural coinage of 
the Standing Liberty quarter in late 1916 was unsatisfactory from 
a coinage perspective, and the design was further sharpened for 
the 1917 issue. The 1916 coin, then, is singular in the series for its 
close representation of MacNeil’s original models, and for its more 
natural sculptural style, despite the softness of the execution in the 
coinage dies. With a mintage of only 52,000 pieces, it is also the 
governing series key. 

This Gem example is exceptionally frosty and well-preserved, 
showing delicate lilac-champagne tinting overall with daubs of 
olive-russet in portions of the margins. Liberty’s head is not fully 
struck, as some other examples of this issue show, but the luminance 
of the luster is enough to captivate the viewer.

By 1876, the price of silver had dropped to the point where it 
became profitable for Californians to coin silver into Trade dollars 
for circulation on the West Coast. The coins quickly flooded 
commercial channels, becoming a nuisance. The same began to 
take place in the Atlantic states soon after. Mid-way through 1876, 
the Specie Resumption Act repealed the legal tender status of the 
Trade dollar, but its passage had little effect on eliminating the 
coins from circulation. Only in 1878 was the denomination done in 
for good, when Treasury Secretary John Sherman halted business- 
strike production.

1862 Three Dollar Gold, PR64 Deep Cameo 
Deeply Frosted Early Strike, CAC 


3279 1862 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. JD-1, High R.6. The 
Philadelphia Mint’s expectations for proofs were low in 1862. 
Uncertainties about the Civil War outcome tempered demand, 
and as the fighting and casualties intensified, just 35 proofs 
were struck — a sharp reduction from previous proof mintages 
in 1860 and 1861, when 119 and 113 proofs respectively were 
made. Never popular with the general population even before 
the war, a nominal circulation-strike mintage of 5,750 three 
dollar pieces was produced, most of which quickly disappeared 
into hoards. 

Fortunately, surviving 1862 proofs are easily distinguished 
from prooflike circulation strikes. The obverse die was used to 
strike proofs in 1861, 1862, and 1863, while the reverse die 
is unique to the 1862 proofs. Circulation-strike 1862 coins 
show the date closer to DOLLARS, while proofs have the date 
positioned lower toward the bow and slightly left. 

According to recent research by John Dannreuther, 1862 
three dollar proofs exist in small number, with only 14 to 16 
pieces known. Most 1862 proofs lack Deep Cameo contrast, 
prompting Dannreuther to note:

“This date seems to either have little frost, or qualifies for 
Deep Cameo, as the dies were heavily frosted, but lost this 
feature after only a dozen or so of the 35 coins were struck.” 


Interestingly, five of the top six proofs known are Deep Cameo 
examples (including the present coin), seemingly representing 
the earliest proofs made. This rich, yellow-gold example is CAC- 
endorsed, with impressively frosted devices that that contrast 
boldly with flashy and well-mirrored, jet-black fields. A loupe 
reveals some minute graininess in the left obverse field — referred 
to as an “aura” by Q. David Bowers, who observed similar traits 
on other 1862 proofs — and the coin has a few widely scattered 
wisplike hairlines, accounted for in the assigned grade. A distinct 
wire rim encircles the pinpoint-sharp strike on both sides. 

Heritage has offered only three 1862 Deep or Ultra Cameo 
proofs in the past dozen years, the finest a PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC 
coin that realized $70,500 in our FUN Platinum Night auction in 
January, 2013 as lot 5838. A PR65 Deep Cameo PCGS brought 
$69,000 in 2007 as lot 3122 in that year’s January FUN Platinum 
Night offering. We expect close attention from gold specialists 
when this near-Gem Deep Cameo 1862 example is called.

Dannreuther Die State c/b. Star 11 is squeezed between Y of 
LIBERTY and star 12, touching each element — the quickest way 
to identify the BD-3 Small Eagle obverse, which is shared with 
BD-2 and BD-4. The BD-3 reverse shows four berries in aligned 
pairs left and right. While this variety is the most-available die 
marriage of the Small Eagle fives, only 175 to 225 pieces exist in 
all grades. Overall, fewer than 1,000 Small Eagle fives survive, 
combining all 12 varieties of this rare and important gold type. 

Bright green-gold surfaces retain glimpses of mint luster and 
traces of prooflike reflectivity around the raised devices. Light wear 
exists on the portrait as well as on the eagle’s head, neck, and leg. 
Abrasions are limited to some wispy hairlines and a light abrasion 
from chin to neck.

1798 Large Eagle, Large 8, 13 Stars Reverse, BD-2, R.5, MS62 
NGC. Bass-Dannreuther Die State c/b, a very late stage. Both dies 
are shattered in this die state, and the cracks on this coin are more 
advanced than the typical die state c/b representative. The crack 
from the lower reverse rim through the branch stem now connects 
to the network of cracks at the eagle’s head, and the crack from the 
N in UNITED connects to the B in PLURIBUS, where it joins 
a bisecting crack that spans the breadth of the eagle’s wingspan. 
The only thing keeping this piece from strict terminal die state 
classification is that the crack at the N in UNITED does not yet 
connect to the rim at that point. 

BD-2 is a Large 8, 13 Stars Reverse variety of the 1798 half eagle. 
It is believed that fewer than 70 pieces survive in all grades, and 
the dramatic die cracks of many examples encourage heightened 
intrigue and demand. This Mint State example is a condition rarity. 
Although a trifle weak on the vertical shield stripes, the borders are 
well-defined on both sides. Grade-limiting abrasions are minor and 
mainly on the obverse, while both sides have luminous straw-gold 
coloration.

Likely the Finest Extant, Ex: Childs

Dannreuther Die State a/a. Both dies are perfect with no lapping, 
clash marks, or die cracks, as normally seen, and the reflective fields 
suggest an early strike from newly prepared dies. In Early U.S. Gold 
Coin Varieties, A Study of Die States 1795-1834, John Dannreuther 
described two die states, perfect or with reverse clash marks. He 
further suggested that a terminal die state with later reverse die 
damage should exist. Indeed, such a coin does exist, as an example 
of BD-4 with two retained cuds on the reverse appeared as lot 2260 
in a Bowers and Merena March 2003 auction. 

Still, only 10 to 12 examples of the BD-4 variety are known, 
according to Dannreuther, and perhaps fewer pieces actually exist. 
When this piece was handled in 1999, at the same time that the first 
Bass gold sale was being prepared, and with both Bass specimens 
available for side-by-side study, the cataloger wrote: “This is 
apparently a very rare variety with most examples well circulated. 
In fact, this example, which is nicer than either in the Harry W. 
Bass, Jr. Collection, may be finest known for the die marriage.” 

Even today, the likely status as finest known of the variety 

remains unchanged. Minor surface abrasions are confined to 
the open areas of the obverse and reverse fields. The brilliant, 
ereen-gold surfaces and reflective fields of this lovely specimen 
host delicate splashes of pale-orange toning. The present offering 
represents an incredible opportunity for the advanced early half 
eagle specialist.

Two leftover obverse dies from 1802 were overdated with the 1803 
date, then combined with three reverses to create four die pairs. 
The BD-1 obverse accounts for three of the four 1803/2 varieties, 
all with a broken right foot on T in LIBERTY. A total of 33,506 
half eagles were struck from the four combined die marriages. 

This is a boldly struck and attractive BD-1 example, lacking 
a bit of definition on two of Liberty’s forehead curls and at the 
opposing shield junction. The 3/2 overdate is clear of the bust 
truncation, and represents one of the most spectacular overdates 
in the early gold series. An underdigit 2 is clear and uneffaced. 
Lustrous honey-gold surfaces display dappled soft-gray toning, 
with only light abrasions and sharp stars.

This late die state shows a bisecting crack on the reverse from 
the U in UNITED, through the eagle’s beak, to the E in STATES. 
Light field chatter slightly subdues semiprooflike mirroring, but 
no major abrasions are noticed. The left side of the shield and the 
eagle’s left (facing) talons exhibit strike weakness (areas in close 
proximity to the major reverse die crack). 

On the obverse, bold strike doubling is visible on all relief 
elements. Dramatic repunching of the date is seen for all 1803 
varieties, of which BD-2 is the rarest, with only 40 to 50 pieces 
known. Uncirculated examples, such as this eye-appealing piece, 
are in strong demand among early gold collectors, drawn to the 
semiprooflike fields and minimally marked, well-preserved surfaces.

1803/2 varieties lack the lower right serif on the T in LIBERTY. 
BD-4 has a fully formed T. According to John Dannreuther, about 
6,000 to 9,000 BD-4 half eagles were included in the total mintage 
of 32,506 or so pieces for the year (the Guide Book mintage is 
higher but may include some 1802-dated coins). 

Soft mint luster glistens over the yellow-gold surfaces of this 
impressively preserved 216-year old half eagle. Faint wispy lines 
and tiny ticks appear throughout, but the nearly full impression 
and overall eye appeal more than compensate for those trivial 
issues.

Bass-Dannreuther Die State b/b, with a die crack through O in the date and a retained cud above T 
in UNITED. A substantial mintage of 30,475 Capped Bust Right half eagles was accomplished in 1804, with seven die varieties known for the date. 
This coin represents the scarce BD-1 variety, with a Small 8 (John Dannreuther notes it is really a Normal 8) in the date and a graver’s line from the 
point of the shield to the eagle’s beak on the reverse. The BD-1 has a surviving population of 70-90 examples in all grades. This was the only use of 
the reverse die, but the obverse was used again to strike the BD-2 variety of this date. 
The present coin is a spectacular Choice example, with sharply detailed design elements and a few planchet adjustment marks on the bust. The 
pleasing antique-gold surfaces retain much original mint luster and show only minor signs of contact. Eye appeal is outstanding. Housed in an NGC

The “work horse” gold denomination was the 
half eagle that was produced in more years and in greater quantities 
than either of the other two denominations. From 1796 to early 
1834, the Philadelphia Mint coined $160,655 in quarter eagles 
and $1,325,920 in eagles, based on mintage figures reported in the 
Guide Book. For comparison, in the single decade from 1800 to 
1809, half eagle production totaled more than $2,113,035. Among 
those early 1800s half eagles, the 1806 BD-6 with the Knob 6 date 
and the stars arranged seven left and six right is the most plentiful 
variety.

Dannreuther Die State e/f. This hardy die pair produced an 
estimated 35,000 to 50,000 of the 64,093 total half eagles in 
1806. Identified by the distinctive Knob 6 in the date and 7x6 star 
arrangement (all other 1806 variants feature a Pointed 6 and 8x5 
star pattern), about 600 to 900 pieces are believed extant, making 
this the most collectible variety for the year and one of the most 
popular early half eagles for type purposes. The dies were subject to 
frequent clashing and lapping, resulting in multiple die states. This 
is either the last or second-to-last state, with a rust lump on the R 
in LIBERTY and clashing on each side. 

The highest design points show a hint of strike softness, as do 
the second and third vertical shield bars, but this lustrous MS62 
five dollar gold piece is generally well-defined. More impressive are 
the relatively smooth honey-gold surfaces that deliver lovely eye 
appeal for the grade.

The two reverses are differentiated by the spacing of the first A in 
AMERICA relative to the wing. It is wide on BD-3 and narrow on 
BD-5. This die also shows 5D relatively close with the D entirely 
under the fletching. Dannreuther believes that probably a few 
more than 100 examples of this 1808 die marriage still exist from a 
mintage in the range of 10,000 to 15,000 coins. 

Orange and olive-gold color dominates this Uncirculated 
Draped Bust Left half eagle. Luster issues from the protected 
areas, illuminating a multihued alloy spot at star 12 and deep 
reddish accents around AMERICA. Each side is needle-sharp with 
peppered abrasions. Adjustment marks occur around the upper

Type collectors and 
date specialists alike prefer the variety for its availability across 
most grades. Struck from the second use of its obverse die and the 
sole use of its reverse, the BD-4 displays large numerals in the date 
and a large, squat 5 in the denomination. 

This Choice Uncirculated example displays thick, frosted luster 
over sharply struck lemon-gold surfaces. The coin is struck with 
clashed dies, easily visible on both sides and especially prominent 
on the obverse above the back of Liberty’s cap. Marks are relatively 
few for the assigned grade. We note some parallel die striations 
on Liberty’s cheek, which were not fully eliminated even with a 
sharp strike.

Just the faintest trace of wear shows 
on the strongly impressed design elements of this scarce early half 
eagle, and the antique-gold surfaces are lightly abraded, with a Tie 
slightly flat aspect due to the noted cleaning. John Dannreuther a tie 
estimates the surviving population at just 30-40 examples in all Pe iacbaiiull 


grades. 3297 1828 BD-4, High R.6 — Surfaces Smoothed — PCGS Genuine. 
XF Details. Bass-Dannreuther Die State a/b. Any offering of an 
1828-dated half eagle, overdate or not, is a remarkable occurrence. 
The two 1828/7 varieties, BD-1 and BD-2, are ranked High 
R.7 (three to five known) and Unique, respectively. The two 
nonoverdate 1828 half eagle variants, BD-3 and BD-4, are R.8 
(three to four known) and High R.6 (12 to 15 known). 

Surface smoothing is evident in the fields before and behind the 
head, likely to remove abrasions, and some polishing or whizzing 
has been done. Other signs of treatment are visible in the reverse 
fields, on either side of the wings, where the surfaces are a bit 
overbright. Even so, the repairs, at least on the obverse, are not 
all that obtrusive, and given the rarity of the date, not terribly 
distracting. This piece should see some spirited bidding from astute 
early gold collectors. 
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1833 Small Date Half Eagle, MS61 
Extremely Rare BD-3 Variety 
Possibly Unique in Private Hands, Ex: Norweb 
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varieties; in fact, it is among the rarest die pairings of any early half eagle issue. It shares its obverse die with BD-2, the other Small Date (or, 
more accurately, Close Date) die pairing, although the reverse, which distinctively features the period in the denomination close to the D rather 
than distant, is unique to the BD-3 marriage. Only one die state is documented, showing a light peripheral crack through OF, the wing tip, and 
the AM in AMERICA. An earlier, uncracked die state likely existed at one time since this is the only use of the reverse die, but it was probably 
eradicated by the vast private gold melts of the 1830s that decimated the survival of the 1833 half eagle overall. 

Concerning the BD-3 die marriage, John Dannreuther writes in Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties:

“Some numismatists have suggested that fewer than one-half dozen coins exist of this variety, and the author concurs. Perhaps a few more 
coins are extant, but the number known is unlikely to exceed seven or eight.” 


This survival estimate has been largely unchanged since Walter Breen published his monograph on early half eagles in 1966, where he called 
BD-3 (Breen I-1) a High R.7 variety. The Bass-Dannreuther reference (2006) retains that rarity factor, suggesting that three to five pieces are 
known. However, we believe that BD-3 is slightly rarer still, bordering on an R.8 ranking. 

The present coin’s pedigree has been traced back to a 1953 Hollinbeck sale, but the earliest confirmed documentation of the Bass coin is only in 
1973, when Bass acquired it from Numismatics, Ltd. Efforts to locate additional representation of the variety in old auction catalogs have yielded 
little data. BD-3 coins were plated in two early Chapman sales, including S.H. Chapman’s 1907 auction of the David S. Wilson Collection and 
Henry Chapman’s 1912 offering of the George H. Earle Collection, as well as later in A. Kosoff’s 1962 “Illustrated History” catalog of the Judd 
Collection. However, in each case, the quality of the plate was insufficient to positively match the coin to a known specimen today. Going by strike, 
each plate shows a coin that appears too sharp to be the Norweb specimen, although it remains possible that all three were earlier appearances of 
the Bass coin. If so, then it is unlikely that more than two BD-3 specimens exist. 

“Colonel” E.H.R. Green at one point had a staggering seven 1833 half eagles, but their varieties are unknown. Waldo Newcomer’s collection 
contained only BD-1 and -2 coins, and the piece in the Farouk sale was a BD-1 proof. The John Story Jenks Collection, auctioned by Henry 
Chapman in 1921, contained a Small Date 1833, but as only the obverse was plated, it is not known if the piece was a BD-2 or BD-3. In his 1966 
monograph, Breen listed William Woodin’s 1914 ANS exhibit coin as a BD-3, but it was actually a BD-2. The Smithsonian’s 1833 half eagle is a 
BD-2, and the permanent ANS coin is a BD-1. 

In our estimation, available data reveals the capacity for there to be as many as three or four BD-3 representatives extant. However, if examples 
do survive in addition to the Bass and Norweb specimens, they have been tightly held off of the auction market for at least half of a century. We 
would not be surprised if future research is able to prove that only two representatives are known. 

Both the Bass and Norweb coins exhibit moderate strike weakness on the hair curl in front of Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s left (facing) wing, 
although the Norweb specimen more so. This piece is straw-gold with semiprooflike fields that transition to delicate luster amid the peripheral stars 
and legends. The surfaces are largely devoid of singular abrasions, showing mainly light lines in the fields that limit the grade. However, a small 
mark in front of Liberty’s forehead and another next to the eagle’s neck below the M in UNUM serve as reliable pedigree markers. 

Among 1833 half eagles of any variety, this coin would be an attractive, high-end piece. Add in the extreme rarity of the BD-3 die pairing, 
and this piece becomes one of the most important coins in this auction. We anticipate intense collector interest as this coin makes its first auction 
appearance in more than two decades.

3335 1801 BD-2, R.2, MS64 PCGS. CAC. The year was 1801. Thomas 
Jefferson was elected as our third president, the United States 
had meagerly grown to 16 states and we were at war with Tripoli. 
Meanwhile, our fledgling first Mint in Philadelphia was struggling 
for survival. David Lange elaborates in his History of the United 
States Mint and Its Coinage: “The late 1700s and early 1800s were 
the United States Mint’s darkest days, and it seemed that the end 
was near. Declaring the Mint a failure, many in Congress wanted 
to abolish it.” He goes on to add that, “in 1801, bullion deposits 
dropped off dramatically, and the Mint again was threatened 
with extinction. Only the previous year, the Senate had passed a 
resolution that called for abolishing the U.S. Mint and placing a 
contract for coining with the Bank of the United States. The lack 
of federal coinage was blamed on inefficiency and incompetence, 
while the real reasons were little understood by Congress.” Amid 
the economic and political turmoil of the time, Mint Director Elias 
Boudinot managed to keep the coining presses in motion. Over | 
million cents were struck, with mintages of the half dimes, dimes, 
half dollars, and dollars reaching into the tens of thousands of coins 
each. Interestingly, the only 1801-dated denomination struck in 
gold was that of the eagle. The recorded mintage of 44,343 tens in 
1801 likely included some coins dated 1800 and, as suggested by 
noted collector and early gold researcher Harry W. Bass, Jr., some 
pieces dated 1799 as well. Nonetheless, the 1801 eagle is one of the 
more available issues in the Capped Bust ten dollar series. 

The estimated number of survivors of the 1801 ten dollar is 
in the range of 600 to 800 pieces. That suggests a survivor rate of 
approximately 2%, which is consistent with other coins minted 
in the early years of the first Mint. Only the 1799 is more readily 
available in all grades, making either date the usual choice for type 
collectors. Those seeking Gem examples, however, will require 
much patience as PCGS and NGC combined have graded only 
five 1801 tens at the MS65 level. Even near-Gems, such as the 
current offering, are scarce with a mere 37 examples thus certified 
at PCGS (10/19). 

This is a spectacular piece. The fields are bright with a 
confirmed reflectivity on each side.

It is no small thing to have a life-long skill that will pay the bills 
when other sources of income dry up. Augustus Saint-Gaudens 
had such a skill as a cameo-cutter. He was apprenticed to Louis 
Avet at the age of 13, and his skills increased to a master’s level 
over the next decade. He was able to help support himself and his 
family in New York City, later he supplemented what little money 
his family sent him while he was in school at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Paris, and finally when he set up as a sculptor in Rome 
after the Franco-Prussian War. This early and continuing craft as 
a cameo-cutter helped develop his later skills as a sculptor, and 
much later (1905-1907) this experience working in a small space 
gave him the background to adapt his masterworks, the bust of 
Nike and the figure of Victory from the Sherman Memorial, to 
the ten and twenty dollar gold coins. The high relief he used to 
“sculpt” the double eagle gives this coin a singular and unexcelled 
appearance, as well as a popularity with collectors that has only 
increased in the more than a century since the coins’ creation. This 
is a sharply impressed example of Saint-Gaudens’ paramount work 
in U.S. coinage. All the sculptural quality remains, but the surfaces 
are overbright from cleaning.

Writing in the 
November 1998 issue of The Numismatist, Jason Kuhl explains: 
“For Saint-Gaudens, this sculptural group — and the coin that 
followed — represented the culmination of a life-long quest 
to simultaneously depict the real and the ideal.”

While Saint-Gaudens did not infuse the High Relief twenty 
with a “nervousness of style” he does point to a commonality both 
sculptors shared: the translation of realism and feeling into their 
sculptural works.

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3426 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS68 NGC. In the June 1927 issue of The Mentor, Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ son, Homer, wrote what can be 


considered not only the theme sentence for the magazine article but also the mission statement for the life of the great sculptor: 


“To Augustus Saint-Gaudens an artist was an interpreter of beauty in the world. A work of art was the artist’s vision of his subject, colored 
by the light of his imagination, and expressed in symbols which conveyed to his public what he had seen, in terms that would make others 
see and believe and revel in the vision in a like manner.” 


Saint-Gaudens was not a child prodigy or a “born artist.” Being an artist and sculptor was rather a life-long goal, something he constantly trained 
for and worked toward. His childhood sketches were unremarkable, and it was not until he was 13 years old and apprenticed to the cameo cutter 
Avet that he began to show promise as an artist. When he was 19 years old he persuaded his father to book passage for him on a ship bound for 
France with the ultimate goal of the furtherance of his artistic education at the prestigious Ecole des Beaux Arts. His enrollment in the academy 
was not a given, and he spent a year cutting more cameos in Paris while waiting to be admitted to the art school as a student of Francois Jouffrey. 
Once admitted, Saint-Gaudens’ talents consistently increased - always a result of constant study and long hours of work — until he left Paris as 
Prussian troops advanced on the city, arriving in Rome in 1871. Once in Rome, Saint-Gaudens returned to cameo cutting until he received his 
first monumental commission, “Hiawatha.” After completion of “Hiawatha” he returned to America. Commissions were slow at first, but he began 
to make friends with influential artists such as John La Farge, Stanford White, and J.Q.A. Ward. Commissions began to come his way until he was 
years behind on their delivery. But learning was a life-long pursuit, and his son said Saint-Gaudens continued learning and re-connecting with the 
artistic community in Paris until 1899. Then his health began to decline and it was a struggle to keep up with his promises and commissions. 

One of the promises he made was in early 1905 to President Theodore Roosevelt. The president believed American coins in circulation at that 
time to be of “atrocious hideousness.” He and the sculptor both agreed the highest artistic achievement in coinage was accomplished in Hellenistic 
Greece with many of those coins struck in high relief. Roosevelt persuaded Saint-Gaudens that he could redesign American coinage, and he 
promised the sculptor no interference from Mint personnel (a problem he had experienced in the past). These ambitions were gradually scaled back 
to the ten and twenty dollar gold pieces, and both denominations were finally struck in 1907. Saint-Gaudens remained a believer in the concept 
of high relief on circulating coins, but because of his increasingly debilitating stomach cancer, his assistant, Henry Hering, was left to deal with 
Chief Engraver Charles Barber and resolve the inherent conflict between the artistic goal of high relief and the commercial needs of circulating 
coinage. Almost a month after Saint-Gaudens died, President Roosevelt directly intervened with Mint personnel and demanded his “pet crime” 
(the striking of the new ten and twenty dollar gold pieces) begin. For four months High Relief double eagles were produced, and at the end of the 
year only 12,367 examples had been struck. Still, it was enough to satisfy the president. An instant secondary market arose for the coins. Anyone 
with connections to a bank sought out at least one piece for their collection. The enduring collectibility of the High Relief double eagles is a 
testament to another statement made by his son, Homer, similar to the opening quote: “He believed his task in art was to arouse in others emotional 
enthusiasm and enjoyment through what he presented to their eyes.” This particular High Relief certainly embodies the “emotional enthusiasm and 
enjoyment” the sculptor spent his life pursuing. The surfaces display uncommonly thick mint luster and each side is almost devoid of post-striking 
contact, certainly none is evident to the unaided eye. Rich reddish tinted patina covers the mint luster throughout. Exceptional quality combines 
with generations of curatorial preservation to make this one of the finest High Relief twenties known.

Noted designer and sculptor Laura Gardin Fraser created the distinctive design of this commemorative half, which 
was originally planned to be a quarter dollar denomination with James Monroe and Woodrow Wilson on the coin until a change of plans was necessitated 
by the unexpected election of Warren G. Harding in 1920. The final design featured the jugate portraits of William Wyatt Bibb (Alabama’s first 
governor) and Thomas E. Kilby (the then-current governor) despite violating federal law forbidding the portrayal of any living individual on U.S. coins 
or currency. An impressive (albeit warlike) eagle, with no olive branch, graces the coin’s reverse. 

Production included two varieties — one with the “special” 2x2 mark in the right obverse field, a reiteration of the 22 stars representing Alabama’s 
place as the 22nd state to enter the Union. The large X between the numerals represents the red St. Andrew’s cross that appears on the state flag. The 
2x2 variety is notably scarcer than the plain variety, although exact mintages are debatable. 

The present coin is an exceptional example of this normally grade-challenged issue. The strike is bold, minimizing the planchet marks often seen on 
examples with a weaker strike. Lovely lilac, green, and gold toning provides terrific eye appeal. Strong mint luster rolls across the surfaces. Neither PCGS 
nor NGC have certified a numerically finer example.

CAC. The Panama-Pacific International Exposition came to 
a close on December 4, 1915. More than 18 million people 
had visited the fair over the course of nine and a half months, 
including 450,000 visitors on its final day of operation. Although 
most of the exhibition’s buildings were dismantled, the PPIE 
certainly left its mark on the city of San Francisco, and on 
American coinage. About 600 acres of bayside sand dunes and 
marshland had to be filled in the lead up to the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition. Although nearly every structure was 
dismantled afterward, the area the fair occupied became vital to 
the growth of San Francisco. According to the National Parks 
Service: 


“After the fair ended, construction workers re-graded most 
of the [PPIE] site along the waterfront for subdivisions and 
redevelopment. By the 1920s, real estate developers built 
the picturesque neighborhood now known as the Marina 
District. Today’s Marina Green is a remaining garden 
element and the Yacht Harbor, which now provides slips 
to over 700 vessels, was originally the fair’s passenger and 
freight slips.” 


San Francisco’s bustling Marina District can trace its roots 
directly back to the exhibition that took place there in 1915. The 
Palace of Fine Arts, one of the few remaining vestiges of the fair, is 
an iconic tourist attraction and a popular venue for weddings and 
corporate events. Similarly, the San Francisco Civic Auditorium, 
now known as the Bill Graham Civic Auditorium, was built for the 
PPIE (though not on the fairgrounds) and remains an important 
multipurpose theater in the heart of the city. 

Like the Marina District, Palace of Fine Arts, and the Civic 
Auditorium, the Panama-Pacific International Exposition left 
behind a trove of collectible souvenirs, these enormous fifty dollar 
gold pieces being chief among them. Both Round and Octagonal 
variants were designed by California sculptor Robert Aitken and 
struck to the extent of 1,500 pieces. However, their prohibitive 
issue price, $100 each, limited sales to 483 of the former and 645 of 
the latter. 

This spectacular Choice specimen of the scarcer round design 
exhibits sharply defined design elements and well-preserved, 
textured orange-gold surfaces that radiate vibrant mint luster and 
terrific eye appeal.

The legislation authorizing the production of gold and silver 
coins in commemoration of the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition stipulated, among other things: “That the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall cause to be coined at the United States 
mint at San Francisco not exceeding three thousand gold coins 
of the denomination of $50 each ... “ and “ ... one-half of the 
issue of $50 gold coins herein authorized shall be similar in 
shape to the octagonal $50 gold pieces issued in California in 
eighteen hundred and fifty-one.” 

The prodigious San Francisco-born sculptor Robert Aitken 
was chosen to design both variants of the Panama-Pacific fifty 
dollar gold piece. Aitken was recommended by the Commission 
of Fine Arts and gladly accepted the offer, writing to Mint 
Director George E. Roberts in September 1914: 


“In answer to your letter of the eleventh instant asking if I 
would be in a position to undertake to make designs for one 
of the souvenir coins that may be issued in commemoration 
of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition. Permit 
me to state that I would consider myself honored if 
commissioned to prepare such designs.” 


By mid-January 1915, the design process was well underway. 
Aitken was only formally awarded the commission on January 21 
after the authorizing legislation had been passed, but his January 23 
acceptance letter was accompanied by the preliminary sketches he 
had been working on for months. Several small modifications were 
made at the request of Treasury Secretary William G. McAdoo, 
but Aitken ultimately got it right the first time. His depiction of 
Minerva on the obverse and her owl on the reverse, along with 
symbols of California and references to the Panama Canal perfectly 
captured the essence of the exhibit. Aitken’s powerful design, 
combined with the coins’ physical stature and distinctive shape, 
make these large fifty dollar Octagonal gold pieces some of the most 
sought-after Pan-Pac collectibles and favorites among American 
coin collectors. Of course, the $100 price tag was too steep for the 
average collector in 1915 and only 645 octagonal fifties were sold. 

The present coin is an attractive MS62 example, with well- 
detailed design elements and lightly marked, textured orange-gold 
surfaces. Vibrant mint luster radiates from both sides and eye appeal 
is outstanding.

CAC. A celebration of the completion of the Panama Canal 
and the rebirth of the city of San Francisco after the earthquake 
and fire of 1906 called for something extravagant, something 
monumental. The 1915 Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition delivered on both counts. It spanned two and half 
miles and covered 600 acres at a cost of $15 million. According 
to the National Parks Service: 


“The creation of the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition required the construction of a grand and 
elegant city that was only to last eleven months. Almost 
all of the fair buildings were constructed in wood frame 
and covered in a material composed of gypsum (plaster of 
Paris) and hemp, was designed to look like Italian marble. 
As the Chief of Color, Jules Guerin designed a palette of 
soft and harmonious paint colors that would enhance the 
imitation travertine. In studios, commissioned artists and 
workers constructed over 1,500 individual sculptures with 
wood, wire, and faux marble material. The fair’s ongoing 
vegetation and landscape needs were intensive. The 
landscape architects had to ship in over 30,000 full-grown 
trees and thousands of shrubbery to turn the acres of sand 
dunes and landfill into sophisticated, large-scale gardens.” 


Is it any surprise, then, that the United States Mint saw the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposition as an opportunity to 
produce the largest commemorative coinage in its history? These 
massive fifty dollar gold pieces weigh more than two and a half 
troy ounces and measure 46 millimeters in diameter, paralleling the 
size and scale of the PPIE itself. The coins carried an equally hefty 
price tag of double face value at the time of issue, limiting sales 
to just 645 Octagonal pieces. The remainder of the 1,500 coins 
struck were melted. Their size, weight, limited distribution, and 
the intricate design by Robert Aitken make the 1915-S Octagonal 
fifties among the most sought-after coins not just in the classic 
commemorative series, but in all of American numismatics. 

This impressive Select example exhibits sharp definition on all 
design elements and the textured orange-gold surfaces are lightly 
marked for the grade.

In 1995, a 
Silver Eagle bearing the West Point mintmark was a new curiosity, 
something of tremendous appeal to collectors. Up to that time, 
bullion and proof Silver Eagles had been coined almost exclusively 
at the Philadelphia and San Francisco mints. The West Point Mint 
did strike some bullion pieces in 1986, the first year of issue, but 
they did not bear a mintmark to distinguish them from Philadelphia 
and San Francisco coins. 

The occasion of the 1995-W proof was the 10th anniversary of 
the bullion coin program, signed into law in 1985. To commemorate 
the milestone, a special proof set of five bullion denominations was 
produced at the West Point Mint, with all coins bearing the W 
mintmark. This set included the four Gold Eagle denominations 
of $5, $10, $25, and $50, as well as the Silver Eagle. Although the 
gold proofs could be purchased apart from the five-coin anniversary 
set, the Silver Eagle could not — its entire distribution was limited 
to the number of sets sold, which was merely 30,125. The consensus 
is that the purchase price of the set ($999) capped sales. Whatever 
the case, the 1995-W proof Silver Eagle emerged from the West 
Point Mint not only as the first Silver Eagle with a W mintmark, 
but also as a true modern rarity.

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3483 S.S. Gairsoppa Silver Ingot. Bombay Mint. 1060.5 Ounces. Richard Ayers, the S.S. Gairsoppa’s 31-year-old second officer, washed up on the 
Cornish shore 13 days after his vessel succumbed to a Nazi U-boat torpedo 300 miles off the southwest coast of Ireland on February 17, 1941. He was 
the only man to survive. 

Ayers and 30 of the ship’s 85 crew members (seven Europeans, 23 lascars, or Indian seamen) had successfully deployed a single lifeboat, managing 
to escape the initial German barrage. They navigated the treacherous waters of the North Atlantic, surviving on rations of biscuits, condensed milk, 
and a pint of water a day, at least for the first eight days. Their staple foodstuffs eventually ran out. By the end of the next five days all but seven 
men had capitulated to the starvation, delirium, and freezing temperatures. Then on day 13 the lifeboat capsized as the surviving Gairsoppa sailors 
spotted land. Four drowned immediately in their weakened state. Ayers and two others managed to right the boat, but waves once again threw them 
into the sea. Robert Hampshire, an 18-year-old radio officer became the 83rd casualty. Norman Thomas, a 20-year-old gunner, managed to make it 
to the rocky shore before another swell took his life, the 84th and final one lost in the tragedy. An unconscious Richard Ayers eventually made it to 
safety, the only one capable of recounting the sinking. 

The S.S. Gairsoppa was a 5,273-ton, 399-foot cargo steamship built in 1919 for the British India Steam Navigation Company by the Palmers 
Shipbuilding & Iron Company in Hebburn-on-Tyne. It was named for a town on the southwestern coast of India famed for its spectacular waterfall. 
During World War I, the S.S. Gairsoppa was in the service of the Ministry of War Transport. It was in that capacity that the ship set sail from the 
port at Calcutta in December 1940 bound for Liverpool carrying 2,600 tons of pig iron, 1,765 tons of tea, and up to 7 million ounces of silver for 
the war effort. It traveled up the western coast of Africa to Freetown, Sierra Leone, where it stopped on Jan 30, 1941 to join a military convoy (SL- 
64) for protection. From there the Gairsoppa continued toward Liverpool. However, 300 miles southwest of Galway Bay, Ireland the ship and the 
convoy were slowed down by heavy storms. The Gairsoppa’s travails were compounded as its fuel supply of coal ran out. Having no other choice, the 
ship detached from the convoy and headed alone toward Galway, leaving it defenseless against the German wolfpacks. 

Sure enough, on February 16 a German plane flying overhead spotted the vulnerable Gairsoppa limping toward Ireland. U-boats in the area 
were alerted. Ernst Mengersen, commander of the submarine U-101 and an eventual recipient of the Knight’s Cross of the Iron Cross in the 
Kriegsmarine, honed in and fired a first G7a torpedo at 6pm, missing because of the waves. Two more torpedoes were launched at 11:28pm and 
11:32pm, with the latter hitting the starboard side. The Gairsoppa caught fire and sank within 30 minutes as machine-gun fire pelleted the crew 
members trying desperately to escape. 

The wreck of the Gairsoppa drifted to its final resting place three miles below the surface of the ocean, where it remained undisturbed for 70 
years. Although it was known that the ship contained nearly 240 tons of silver, the massive amounts of pressure exerted on the robots, lights, claws, 
and cables required to bring up the haul of silver ingots made the task impossible until recently. The British government contracted Odyssey Marine 
Exploration for the job in 2010, the same company responsible for the recent recoveries from the S.S. Republic and S.S. Central America. By 2013, 
more than 3 million ounces of silver, including at least 1,200 ingots had been brought up from the ocean floor. A fraction of those were saved for the 
numismatic market. 

This is one of 462 bars of this type extant. Although more were discovered aboard the $.S. Gairsoppa, most were melted for bullion. All 462 
ingots fall within a fairly tight range of 1,000 to 1,100 ounces with a fineness of .999. The ingot has a distinctive trapezoidal shape and it measures 
90 x 287 x 100 mm. The top side is laid out vertically and the impressions read: Bombay Mint hallmark / JZ0423 / 5 / FINENESS / 999.2 / 1060.5 / 


OZS. Charcoal patina is seen on each side and there are scattered bits of rust in the recessed areas on the sides. A rare and unusual ingot.
